lat  although  crime  is  up 
%  in  the  Ingleside  Police 
listrict,  it  dropped  slightly 
i  the  OMI  area. 

In  March,  there  were  14 
obberies  and  46  burglaries 
i  the  OMI,  about  a  5% 
rop.  Ingleside  Captain 
eremiah  Taylor  said  that 
he  decline  was  due  to 
ncreased  police 

urveillance  and  the  arrests 
f  burglary  suspects  in  the 
irea.  He  also  cited  the 
•ositive  effects  of  Block 


Clubs  formed  in  the  area 
and  he  is  looking  forward 
to  a  continuing  decrease  in 
the  crime  rate  through 
police  and  neighborhood 
cooperation. 

The  statistics  also  show 
that  80%  of  the  burglaries 
of  OMI  homes  occur  during 
the  day,  while  56%  of  the 
robberies  that  include 
violence  occur  at  night. 

The  bad  news  is  that  in 
the  past  few  months  there 
have  been  eight  rapes  in 
the  area.  Taylor  said  the

Proposition 
B  would  call  for  the  mayor, 
sheriff  and  district  attorney 
to  be  up  for  election  again 
in  November.  Prop.  B 
would  also  make  the 
election  of  supervisors 
again  city -wide.

police  believe  the  rapes 
have  been  done  by  the 
same  man,  described  as  a 
black  male,  17  to  22  years 
of  age,  of  slight  build, 
about  5  feet  7  inches  and 
135  lbs.,  and  with  a  medium 
to  short  afro  hairstyle. 
Most  of  his  victims  have 
been  young  women  walking 
during  the  day  near  City 
College  or  San  Francisco 
State.  The  man  is  armed. 

Taylor  believes  that  the 


hope  of  apprehending  this 
man  and  preventing  other 
rapes  rests  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  public. 
Taylor  advises  women  to 
openly  resist  a  rapist: 
scream,  fight,  run,  create 
as  large  a  commotion  as 
possible  and  contact  the 
police  as  soon  as  possible. 
Persons  who  believe  they 
have  information  on  this 
man  are  asked  to  call  553- 
0123.  Callers  are  not 
required  to  give  their 
names  or  addresses.

I  don’t  have  to  remind  readers  that  a  special  election 
scheduled  for  this  August  2,  would  have  the  effect  of 
reversing  many  of  the  progressive  steps  which  our  City 
has  taken  in  recent  years. 

For  example,  Proposition  A  on  the  August  2  ballot  would 
nullify  district  elections  of  Supervisors  —  which  the  voters 
have  already  approved  —  before  it  even  has  a  chance  to 
take  effect. 

Proposition  B  on  the  August  2  ballot  would  plunge  our 
City  into  a  tailspin  of  political  chaos,  which  would  have 
long-range  devasting  effects.  Proposition  B  would  force 
the  Mayor,  the  District  Attorney,  and  the  Sheriff  to  cut 
short  their  lawful,  four-year  terms  in  office  and  run  for 
reelection  this  November,  two  years  early.  It  is  clear  that 
the  people  behind  this  chaotic  plan  are  expressing  a  “sour 
grapes”  attitude  toward  the  results  of  the  1975  citywide 
election,  and  are  trying  to  overthrow  the  elected 
leadership  of  this  City. 

The  rules  of  democratic  fair-play  require  that  our  City 
leaders  be  given  a  chance  to  prove  themselves  in  office 
with  their  voter-approved  four-year  term.  If  they  fail  or 
succeed,  the  people  will  let  them  know  loud  and  clear  in 
the  next  general  election.  But  Proposition  B  does  not  play 
by  the  rules. 

As  I  have  shown,  I  am  working  hard  to  deliver  more 
efficient  City  services  —  and  at  a  lower  cost  —  to  you.  We 
have  more  important  things  to  do  in  this  City  than 
continually  re-stage  elections  in  which  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  have  already  spoken. 

Let’s  defeat  Proposition  B  this  August,  and  get  on  with 
the  business  of  making  this  a  better  city  in  which  to  live.

1.  Discuss,  as  a  family, 
what  may  be  expected  in 
an  earthquake. 

2.  Assure  the  children 
that  they  will  not  be  alone 
during  an  earthquake  and 
will  not  be  left  alone 
afterwards. 

3.  Talk  about  what  each 
family  member  is  to  do, 
where  the  safe  places  are 
in  the  home,  what  places 
are  to  be  avoided.

4.  Talk  and  plan  what 
children  are  to  do  if  they 
are  at  school  during  an 
earthquake.

6.  Make  sure  that  elderly 
neighbors  know  they  can 
count  on  you  for  help.  Don’t 
leave  them  alone  after  a 
quake. 

7.  Stockpile  emergency 
food  and  water.  Have  one 
or  more  flashlights  and  a 
battery-operated  radio 
handy. 

8.  Familiarize  yourself 
with  first  aid  procedures 
and  keep  a  first  aid  kit.
